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How to Have a Successful Revival 


I FEEL like writing on this subject 
which I think is appropriate in these 
days of much modernism and apostasy 
and I hope you will read it as prayerfully 
as I have written it. 

Text, “For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. 
How then shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? and how shall 
they believe in him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear with- 
out a preacher? And how shall they 
preach except they be sent? as it is writ- 
ten, How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things!” 
Romans 10:13-15. 

This is a beautiful lesson for a success- 
ful revival. ‘It says, “WHOSOEVER 
SHALL CALL upon the name of the 
Lord shali be saved.” To be saved people 
must CALL (or pray), not merely shake 
hands with the preacher, be baptized and 
join the church. There’s more to repent- 
ance than that. 

For people to call they must first be- 
lieve, and in order for them to believe 
they must hear, and in order to hear they 
must have a preacher, and in order for 
one to preach he must be sent. When a 
preacher is sent he’ll preach peace and not 
confusion, and will bring glad tidings of 
good things. The evangelist that is sent 
of God won’t go to a church for a meet- 
ing and try to dictate to the pastor or 
get round the members and criticize the 
pastor or pull things to get the church 
because it pays well; neither will he 
jump up and run off because the church 
doesn’t do as much for him as he thinks 
they should. 

Now regardless of how you feel about 
it, evangelist, or what you think of it, 
pastor and church, you can get all the 
popular preachers, and up-to-date singers 
and musicians you can find, but if you’re 
expecting to have an old time, Pentecos- 
tal revival, you'll have to have God first 
in everything. 

GET YOURSELVES REVIVED 

I heard of a man who was on a sink- 
ing ship and the first thing he did was to 
swim to shore. As soon as he was on 
shore he jumped right back into the wa- 
ter and began to rescue others. When 
asked why he acted like he did—first 
swimming to shore, then undertaking to 
help others—his answer was that he had 
to save himself first. There’s a lot of 
truth in that. Before we can expect to 
have a revival, we will have to get our- 
selves revived. ‘For thus saith the high 
and lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, 
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whose name is Holy; I dwell in the high 
and holy place, with him also that is of 
a contrite and humble spirit, to revive 
the spirit of the humble, and to revive the 
heart of the contrite ones.” Isa. 57:15. 
After you are revived and feel like 
you want to and will go to service every 
night, put your shoulder to the wheel, 
open your pocketbook and pay as much 
as you can, and pray, the next thing is 
THE PREACHER FOR THE 
REVIVAL 


Don’t choose a preacher for your re- 
vival just because he is popular, has a 
fine automobile, is pastoring some well- 
paying church, and doesn’t need very 
much and won’t be any expense to the 
church, Neither choose a preacher just 
because you want to help him pay for an 
automobile, and get up every night and 
beg, beg, beg, until the spirit of the 
meeting is gone, trying to get enough to 
pay the notes on some automobile. 

The best way I know to get the right 
man is call a solemn assembly, sanctify 
a fast, and pray until God does for you 
the same thing He did for the people of 
Macedonia. And you evangelists, if you’d 
do as Paul and Philip—go when and 
where God wanted you to, instead of 
standing around in the lobby at the As- 
semblies, pulling strings, and saying to 
this fellow and that, “Now if you get 
such and such a state, or such and such 
a church, I want to come and hold you 
a meeting.” That’s the reason we don’t 
have any more meetings than we do—too 
many meetings are HELD. Let God 
lead you and He’ll send you to the right 
place and you'll have success. And when 
God tells you to go to a certain place, you 
don’t have to consult wife about it, Of- 
ten when Susie is consulted she offers 
many excuses therefore John’s calling to 
that place is settled. God save us from 
henpecked preachers. 

Suppose Paul had done that way? But 
he didnt, he went and the first convert 
(I believe) he had in the place gave him 
a place to stay. Listen, if you don’t have 
a place to stay, God is able to save some 
one and make a place for you. Once, 
when passing through a little place in 
Alabama, I felt like stopping, and I did. 
I inquired about a place for a meeting. 
A merchant by the name of Bevilles let 
us have a lot and hooked our lights to his 
store. My brother and I got busy (while 
his wife sat in the automobile nearly all 
day because we didn’t know any one well 
enough to go to their house) and we 
built seats out in the open and started 
services. When it seemed that we’d have 


to sleep in the car, a good brother came 
down and took us home with him. Have 
you ever gone home with a brother when 
his wife didn’t want you? If so, maybe 
you know how we felt. But we stayed 
that night. After we found out there was 
a holiness sister over the way we moved 


- over and stayed with her until her hus- 


band said we’d have to vacate. We con- 
tigued the meeting and one night God 
got hold of a good Methodist sister and 
gave her the blessing while she was sit- 
ting on the seat, and she was like Paul’s 
convert, she asked us home with her and 
said we could have a home there as long 
as we stayed. Brother, God will save you 
a home if you'll let Him, 


Now after the church is revived and 
you feel like God is going to send you an 
evangelist for the revival, perhaps on 
some prayer meeting night in will come 
a little fellow, his shoes worn from walk- 
ing so far, or his clothes look bad from 
wrestling with an old automobile all day, 
his eyes are pale from fasting and pray- 
ing, and he looks a little bad to you. You 
begin to wonder who can he be and God 
says, “That’s the man for your revival.” 
(Now if you up-to-date churches 
wouldn’t want him, don’t criticize us for 
wanting a God-sent man.) The preacher 
calls on him to lead in prayer and while 
he prays it seems heaven’s windows are 
opened and the angels move near. God 
smiles and all heaven rejoices. When the 
time for preaching comes, he gets up 
with his face illuminated with the glory 
of God and every move of his body 
seems graceful. The words fall from his 
lips as drops of honey and seem to feed 
your soul as manna from heaven. Don’t 
say he’s not the man for the place. If the 
pastor asks him to stay for a revival, 
don’t grumble but praise the Lord for an- 
swering prayer. 

Now that you have 
next come 

THE DO’S AND DON’TS 

Don’t take the evangelist home with 
you the first night and tell him all the 
past troubles, all the pastor’s faults, who 
is and who isn’t, who will and who 
won’t, who can and who can’t, who did 
and who didn’t. You know what I mean. 
Who will come to church and who 
won’t, who can lead singing, testify, and 
pray and who can’t, who did pay tithes, 
offerings, and pledges and who didn’t. 
Don’t discourage him spiritually by tell- 
ing him how hard a place he is in and 
how big a failure the last evangelist had, 
how dry it was and how few got saved.

LEARNING ANEW THE EXILE 
FEELING 


Some interesting sidelights are found 
in “Judische Rundschau,” the organ of 
the German Zionists. In issue No. 75 we 
read: 

“The magnitude of the catastrophe to 
the German Jews does not consist in the 
fact that one or the other of them so un- 
expectedly was deprived of his means of 
livelihood. What, much more than this, 
has so deeply shocked the Jew of Ger- 
many is this, that, in the midst of their 
life when they felt habitually safe and se- 
cure, they find themselves regarded as 
outcasts. They have learned to know how 
it feels to be an exile. They feel the force 
of the Scripture words which were spoken 
in a similar situation three thousand years 
ago, as if they were spoken to them- 
selves. Therefore the words of the proph- 
ets of old, who are speaking to comfort 
their people in exile, ‘Comfort ye, Com- 
fort ye, my people, saith the Lord your 
God’, have so gripping an effect which is 
in perfect tune with the present day sit- 
uation. Once again they understand the 
full meaning of this word, ‘comfort’. 
For they are greatly in need of comfort. 
Yet, deep as this present time has pressed 
them down, as individuals and in the 
mass, and has filled them with contrition 
out of their consciousness of guilt, yet, 
out of these dark days there shines the ray 
of light of eternal comforting. The tones 
of the Shofer, (trumpet tones of the New 
Year’s Feast), which proclaim the com- 
ing of the light, also proclaim for those 
who know how to listen for it, the re- 
uplifting to a newer, better life.” 

A similar emphasis is found in No. 

“Have not now many, who formerly 
did not know it, found the way back to 
the Hebrew House of God? Perhaps now, 
snore than was their usual custom, they 
will have a better understanding for and 
acceptance into their lives of the stirring 
words that they hear in this place, in 
which is set forth the great struggle of 
the Jewish Race for purification. We 
young men of the Jews, by this, bear 
witness to that principle against which, 
alas, our fathers sinned. We Jews, who 
have preserved the blood kinship through 
centuries under difficult conditions, 
know the meaning of race preservation. 
But we are also convinced that, above 
all biological differentiations, man, 
when in need, stands before God and the 
world. Being Jews, we have been taught

ABILENE, Tex.—Dear saints of God: 
I praise God this morning for His won- 
derful healing power. About the first of 
last September I was taken sick with 
what I thought a severe cold. I was not 
trusting God for the healing of my body 
at that time so resorted to medical aid. 
I took many medicines recommended, for 
an ordinary cold but after about six 
weeks I was no better and my cough 
grew worse daily. I was working in a 
ladies’ dress shop and as it was a very 
busy season, I was trying hard to stay on 
the job. Finally I felt compelled to go 
to a doctor for further relief. This I did. 
He examined my chest and found what 
he thought to be bronchial trouble, and 
that day started giving me cold seriums 
and said that after about ten days, if my 
cough did not cease, he would examine me 
more thoroughly for tuberculosis. 


At the end of that time I was still no 
better so this doctor recommended to me 
a chest specialist. I was getting worried 
by this time and so was my husband. I 
went to this doctor for a more definite 
examination. It did not take him thirty 
minutes to find I had that dreaded dis- 
ease, T. B. Next he made an X-ray to 
determine how long I had had it. 


The X-ray showed that I had a cavity 
in my left lung, quite a large one. The 
doctor put me to bed that day for com- 
plete rest and quiet, not even was I al- 
lowed to be up for my meals. We made 
immediate application for entrance into 
our state hospital for T. B. I was ac- 
cepted but they said it would be ten 
weeks before there would be a vacancy. 
That meant staying at home in bed until 
I could get in. I was obeying the doc- 
tor’s orders with strictest observance. I 
was allowed no company during resting 
hours. In fact, I was doing everything to 
lower that dreaded daily temperature and 
allay the cough. 

I want to add right here, dear saints, 
that I knew what it was to serve God, 
and I am a member of the dear Church 
of God, but I had begun leaving off the 
weightier things. I was failing to attend 
services. ““Forsake not the assembling 
of yourselves together as the manner of 
some is.” I was failing in daily prayer. 
How many times in God’s Word does He 
command us to pray without ceasing, to 
continue in prayer and be of a prayerful 
mind: always? And saints, last but not 
least, I was robbing God. I was withhold- 
ing God’s part, “Will a man rob God? 
Ye have robbed me. But ye say, Wherein 
have we robbed thee? In tithes and of-

ferings.” Mal. 3:8. Dear saints, I was 
guilty of robbing God. Was it not time 
that God should allow the hand of the 
enemy to afflict my body? He put me in 
a place where I had time to think and 
meditate on the many ways I had failed 
Him. Satan had afflicted me with a dis- 
ease that doctors could not cure, all they 
could recommend was rest and proper 
food. Thank God, I am serving a Physi- 
cian who can heal all manner of diseases, 
and I thank Him that I had not grown so 
far away but what I knew to call on 
Him in time of trouble as we many times 
are led to do. 

About the time I took my bed for this 
“rest cure”, Brother Harry Pole was sent 
here as our pastor. Thank God for the 
faithful servant that he is and one who 
has such faith in divine healing. He and 
his family visited me almost daily and had 
prayer in my home for the healing of my 
body. When our church had regular serv- 
ices he never failed to have special prayer 
for me. It seemed he held me up before 
God in almost continual prayer. 


During my days in bed our church had 
a “fellowship day” and a number of the 
neighboring churches visited us. That 
Sunday afternoon about three car loads 
of the saints, including Brother Henry, 
our district overseer, and his wife, from 
Big Spring, Brother Baube from Colorado, 
and quite a few of their members, came 
out to the house and had prayer for my 
healing, 

Dear saints, even in my affliction God 
was good to me. I did not suffer except 
that mental suffering which goes with T. 
B., the knowledge that nothing can cure 
but lying in bed week after week and 
month after month. But the prayer of 
the righteous availeth much. I began to 
improve in a marvelous way almost from 
the time I went to bed. At the end of my 
first three weeks in bed I had gained six 
pounds. Well, I gave God the praise for 
that. My temperature had lowered to sel- 
dom more than ninety-nine degrees. At 
the end of six weeks I had gained eleven 
pounds and had improved enough to at- 
tend Sunday morning services. I’m giv- 
ing God all the praise for this strength 
because it was through prayer that I was 
able to do this. 

My doctor had told me in the begin- 
ning if I gained as much as ten pounds in 
two months I might not have to go to 
the sanatorium. I was feeling pretty good 
about my condition by this time and as 
it was nearing the date for my call to the 
sanatorium I called the doctor and told 
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him of my improvement and _ expected 
him to say, “Well you will soon be all 
right, just a little more rest.” Instead he 
said, “Oh yes, you'll have to go to Carls- 
bad, you have at least six more months in 
bed.” 

God was not through with my case. 
He had not yet received the glory out 
of it. Understand, I was trying to hold 
on to God with one hand and the doctor 
with the other. If God didn’t heal me be- 
fore the ten weeks were up, then I was 
going to the sanatorium, but praise the 
Lord, He came on the scene just as He 
always does if we have that faith.

That night, the 16th of January, 
Brother Pole and eight of the saints of 
God came in my home and began to 
agonize with God for my healing. We 
prayed for about twenty minutes and 
the saints seemed to let up on their prayer 
line. I had felt the presence of God but 
I wasn’t satisfied, I wanted the real wit- 
ness. I wanted to feel the healing virtue 
flow over my body.

This divine healing happened in Abi- 
lene, Tex., Jan. 16, 1936, with only nine 
true blue Church of God saints present, 
ones who have the utmost faith in God’s 
divine healing.

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Prayer: Its Need and Results 


TEXT: 

Habakkuk’s Prayer: “O Lord, revive 
thy work in the midst of the years, in 
the midst of the years make known: in 
wrath remember mercy,” Habakkuk 3:2. 

The Need: Israel was in need of a Re- 
deemer. Isaiah 59:20. 

The Results: “He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the Highest: 
and the Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David: and he 
shall reign over the house of David for- 
ever: and of his kingdom there shall be 
no end,” Luke 1:32, 33. 


AS part of the vast humanity of the 
world today, and results of the 
creative power of God, we are naturally 
a weak, inefficient, and needy people, not 
because God’s workmanship was _inef- 
ficient or imperfect, but because of the 
compromise to evil and the disobedience 
of our forefathers to the works of God’s 
commandment in the garden. Gen. 2: 
17. God knows our weaknesses, dangers, 
and enemies, It seems sometimes we feel 
as Job did when he said, “I have said to 
corruption, Thou art my father; and to 
the worm, Thou art my mother and my 
sister, and where is now my hope?” Job. 
17:14, 15. But there is a glow of light 
through the darkness because Jesus said, 
“My grace is sufficient for thee, for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness.” 2 
Cor. 12:9. Also, “Be of good cheer for 
I have overcome the world.” John 16: 
33. Let this not be an invitation to a 
position of “Ease in Zion,” but on the 
other hand there are steps to be made and 
a condition to be met by everyone. 


Jesus, after entering into the cold, 
damp garden to bear the sin of the world 
in prayer, and finding his disciples sleep- 
ing, commanded them to “watch and 
pray.” Mark 14:39. We see in this case 
that the condition was not met because 
they obeyed not, and Jesus bore the bur- 
den all alone. Even Jesus, the Divine Son 
of God, consecrated many burden-heavy 
and tear-drenched nights before God in 
prayer. Luke 6:12. Much unlike the ex- 
ample of Jesus, the law of perpetuation 
does not function in the prayer-life of 
God’s people today. 

In the days when Israel was in great 
perplexity and Jerusalem was a reproach 
because the “walls were torn down and 
the gates burned with fire,” there was a 
man, Nehemiah by name, who, only be- 
ing a subject and servant of the king, yet 
became concerned about “the welfare of 
the children of Israel,” Neh, 2:10. And, 
when he had questioned certain brethren 
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and found out the condition Jerusalem 
and the people who had escaped the cap- 
tivity were in, he immediately fell on his 
face before God and began fasting and 
praying. That was in the month of Chis- 
leu, we are told, Neh. 1:1, corresponding 
with the month of December of our cal- 
endar. “And he prayed until the month 
of Nisan,” Neh. 2:1, corresponding with 
April of our calendar, when the answer 
came. And immediately he went about 
to accomplish that which God had given 
him to do. 


The burden of this message is that we 
must not give up in despair when adver- 
sity, discouragements, empty churches 
and scoffers, are presented by Satan, but 
say as Isaiah said, ““Thou wast wearied by 
the greatness in thy way; yet saidst thou 
not there is no hope, thou hast found the 
life of thy hand,” Isaiah 57:10. Nehe- 
miah likewise was approached by mockers 
and scoffers, and they used him despite- 
fully, yet he went onward, conquering by 
prayer and fasting, and obtained that 
which God had given him to do— 
“Strengthening the hands of the people 
and rebuilding the wall,” Nehemiah 2:18. 
We will find that these people were “the 
servants of God which he had redeemed 
by his great power,” Nehemiah 1:10, 
yet Nehemiah found it necessary “to con- 
fess the sins of the children of Israel.” 
Neh. 1:6. There was a condition to be 
met. Listen, my friend, our lives must 
needs be pure and holy, all blame and 
spots removed (2 Peter 3:14; Phil. 5: 
27), that they might be as a “sweet 
smelling savour” unto God, Eph. 5:2. 
Then the “effectual fervent ‘prayer’ of 
the ‘righteous’ man availeth much.” 
James 5:16. 

After the sins of the children of Is- 
rael were confessed to God, every man 
confessed his faults to his brother, and 
there was no division amongst them, they 
strengthened their hands for the work of 
God and the wall was rebuilt in the face 
and scoffing of the enemy. The same 
responsibility and the same victory is for 
you and me today as members of the 
“household of faith,” Gal. 6:10. I’m sure 
we can all testify to the fact that we 
don’t have the same fiery, victorious 
services we used to just a few years 
back. Why? Because God’s people are let- 
ting down and entertaining a lethargetic 
condition in their Christian lives instead 
of always being on the firing line and al- 
ways bearing the burden of souls and the 
work of God. It’s not because we can’t 
have the same blessings and accomplish 
the same miracles, because Jesus said, 


“Even greater things shall ye do than 
these,” John 14:12. But, brother, sister, 
young people everywhere, the condition 
remains for us to meet and measure up 
to the Word of God, that we might see 
the prosperity of Zion. It seems as though 
a great burden should rest on the young 
people as well as the old. While the days 
goon, older soldiers of the cross are 
slipping out of our ranks and going to 
their rewards, the younger should be there 
to fill the gap and carry on the work of 
God where they left off. To this effect 
Isaiah said, “The bricks are fallen down, 
but we will rebuild with hewn stone; 
the sycamores are cut down, but we will 
change them to cedar,” Isaiah 9:10. 

Come, let us “‘arise and shine that the 
nations might come to the brightness of 
our arising,” Isaiah 60:1, 3, and onward 
march up the golden hillsides of victory 
with the hosts of “The Church of God” 
and under the “blood-stained banner” of 
our victorious King Immanuel (God with 
us).

Y PROPOSED WORLD 


MISSION TOUR 
BY J. H. INGRAM 

N my recent article on the “golden 

jubilee” I stated that I was embarking 
upon a world mission tour, so a brief 
outline of my proposed itinerary may 
help our readers to better appreciate the 
magnitude of the task which lies before 
us. 

I had originally planned on a tour 
which would require from nine to eight- 
een months, but I am now six weeks late 
in getting started, owing to the fact there 
was so much work and planning to be 
done, in launching a campaign of such 
proportion. Then on top of this our Gen- 
eral Overseer, Brother J. H. Walker, 
wrote me that they were looking for me 
to return by the time of the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, to bring my report and 
try to stimulate interest in foreign mis- 
sions, as we must do more on this line 
than ever before. He also stated he was 
a “100 per center” for missions, and 
more were it possible. This gives me new 
courage, for I verily believe it was large- 
ly through our-last-past General Over- 
seer, Brother S. W. Latimer, being such 
a champion of the mission cause, that the 
Church has made such rapid strides dur- 
ing the last seven years. 

We are faced with facts. The time has 
come when we must make a forward 
move. If we fail to do this we are sure 
to get out of favor with God, and find 
ourselves “drifting with the tide.” 

OUR MISSION TOUR ITINERARY 

The itinerary of our round-the-world 
mission tour calls for visits to the fol- 
lowing countries, in Europe, Asia, Africa, 
Central and South America, and Mexico, 
Hawaii, Japan, China, Phillippine  Is- 
lands, Federated Malay States, Ceylon, In- 
dia, Aden, Ethiopia (conditional on the 
turn of the war and other things), 
Egypt, Palestine (Holy Land), Syria, 
Trans-Jordania (Arabia), Italy, France, 
Morocco, Gibraltar, Spain, England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, Wales, Holland, Germany, 
Belgium, Barbados, Trinidad, Dominica, 
British Guiana, Venezuela, Curacao 
Dutch West Indies, Colombia, Panama, 
Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guatemala, Sina- 
loa, Mexico. 

THE OBJECT OF THE TRIP AND 
ITS COST 

The object of the trip first, is to make 
a tour of the work already assigned to 
our care in Mexico, Guatemala, Costa 
Rica and Panama, Second, to visit a num- 
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ber of other countries included in our 
last tour, and where the preliminary 
work has been done, preparatory to the 
establishing of other churches and mis- 
sions, Third, to continue our pioneering 
in the general interest of foreign mis- 
sions, which is calculated to girdle the 
globe, there being no providential hin- 
drance. 

My ticket is only costing me about 
$44.00 more than my Latin American 
tour. This is due to the fact that there 
is a special round-the-world excursion 
tariff in effect at this time, then the 
rates run much higher where you buy 
locally from country to country. For the 
payment of the small additional sum of 
$11.85, I was placed in another class, 
giving me further reductions ranging 
from 20 to 30 per cent. The Cunard 
White Star Line is issuing me an extra 
ticket on the “Aquatania”, one of the 
largest and finest trans-Atlantic _ liners, 
from London, England to New York, at 
no extra cost. 


In the event I am in this work another 
year, I can return home from Central 
and South America via Europe for less 
than I could come direct to California, 
thus saving the Church a considerable 
sum, and at the same time enlarging upon 
our program of expansion in other lands. 

This virtually amounts to free trans- 
portation for 4,000 miles across the 
North Atlantic, since I will still retain 
my Europe-to-America ticket, routing 
me across the South Atlantic via South 
America. In the event I am not in this 
place another year, or for any reason, I 
do not use this extra ticket, it may be 
turned in for a refund any time during 
the next two years. In addition to these 
consessions, the consular agents of Japan 
are visaing my passport free, and the 
Japan Mail Line, with whom I am start- 
ing the journey, is issuing me a free rail- 
road ticket across the Japanese Empire 
from Yokohama to Kobe. They are also 
providing me with free transportation 
from Hong Kong, China, to Manila, 
Phillippine Islands and return—some fif- 
teen hundred miles, across the South 
China Sea, that is going and coming. 

By the time this reaches the press, I 
will be somewhere on the wide blue 
Pa. , being rocked in the cradle of the 
dee od willing, as we are due to sail 
from the Long Beach-Los Angeles har- 
bor Feb. 18th, on board the N. Y. K. 
Steamer “Taiyo Maru”. 

My reason for going around toward the 
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west, is, the board of foreign missions 
has asked me to go this way in order that 
I may represent them in some matters 
pertaining to the orphanage and mission 
work in India, since a real emergency 
exists in that field, and thus make my 
trip serve a double purpose, at little or no 
extra cost to the Church. Otherwise, I 
should have gone the other way, since the 
greater volume of my work lies at the 
other end. You will not expect me to 
establish churches in all of these coun- 
tries, as it must be remembered, there is 
always much foundation work to be done, 
in connection with building up any 
great enterprise. It Jesus tarries and per- 
mits me to work out this program, I feel 
that much and lasting good will be done, 
with 50,000 of you good brethren stand- 
ing back of us with your prayers and fi- 
nance. On top of this I will have gained 
knowledge which will be invaluable, 
through personal experience and contact 
with many peoples in far flung lands, 
which will better fit me to serve the 
Church, whatever my position may be.

that man, as man, was created in the like- 
ness of God, that the divine spark is hid- 
den in him, and that he waits on God for 
his salvation.

Don’t discourage him financially by tell- 

ing how hard up the people are and 

how small amount the last evangelist 

got, 


Take him home with you, share your 
home with him, make him feel welcome, 
tell him all the good things you know 
about your pastor and your brothers and 
sisters. Tell all the bad things to God. Go 
to service every night and be on time. 
Go early enough to have a fire built. 
Make your way to the altar when you 
first enter the building, and pray. Don’t 
stand around the fire and gossip about 
where you have been that day, farming, 
etc. (If you’d do less running around and 
more praying you’d have more victory.) 
Remember what Peter got into while 
standing around the fire. Mark 14:67,68. 

Be prompt in starting service, don’t 
drag about when service time is called. 

SINGING 

Have your songs selected before serv- 
ice. Don’t have long intervals between 
songs, arguing about what song to sing. 
Follow the director. Don’t every one try 
to lead. And don’t repeat the chorus of 
one song until the spirit is gone. 

PRAYER 

Now prayer is what you need, and 
more of it. We can’t pray too much 
(but if you pray more at home you won’t 
have to pray ten or fifteen minutes in 
service before you pray through). We 
need to pray but don’t get in service and 
pray a long prayer just to be heard for 
your much speaking. Matt. 6:5-7. After 
preaching pray in the altar with the 
seekers. Don’t sit around on the alar 
rail or in the back of the building and 
gossip. 

TESTIMONIES 

Now when you testify, testify to the 
glory of God. Tell what God is doing 
for you and not what the devil is doing 
to you. Tell how you’re enjoying salva- 
tion. Don’t get up and tell your troubles 
—how the devil has been after you all 
day and what a hard time you’re having. 
Don’t sling mud at the ones who you 
heard said something about you. Don’t 
talk about how mean the sinners are and 
how you want the saints to pray for that 
wicked, drunken, gambling husband of 
yours (especially when he’s there), that 
God will save him so he won’t be so 
mean to you and will go to church with 
you more. If you won’t ridicule him so 
when he does go, perhaps he will go more, 
don’t you think? Tell the good things 
God is doing for you and the people will 
enjoy it. Your testimonies should be edi- 
fying to others and a blessing to you. 
(Rev. 12:11.) 

SUPPORT OF THE EVANGELIST 

Paul tells us that they which preach 
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the gospel should live of the gospel (1 
Cor. 9:14), and it’s your duty to sup- 
port the evangelist, but you don’t have to 
bore the people every night by begging 
and begging for money. (Now evange- 
lists, if I am on your grounds, just preach 
more, pray harder, and God will forgive 
you, and supply your needs. If you’re just 
out for the dollar, you had better be at 
home plowing.) 

- Evangelists, don’t get around and tell 
everybody how hard up you are. Some 
wouldn’t be so hard hit financially if they 
didn’t stand around the drug store and 
hamburger joint and eat and drink so 
much, And try walking to church or to 
the post office or barber shop and save 
the gasoline and tire bill. You and wife 
try washing your clothes instead of send- 
ing them to the laundry. And every time 
the wind changes wife doesn’t have to 
have a new dress, hat or coat. I guess 
I’ll get some criticism for what I’m say- 
ing but God’s Word says, “In all things 
showing thyself a pattern of good 
works.” Titus 2:7. 

PREACHING AND YOUR CON- 
DUCT 

When the evangelist gets up to preach 
don’t you start a conversation with some 
one behind you, or start writing notes, 
or get up and run in and out or move 
from place to place. And your children— 
keep them in or out one, If there is any- 
thing that looks bad, it is to see mother 
and dad on the front seat, shouting or 
saying amen, and little Johnnie and Sallie 
running up and down the aisle and in and 
out, doing as they please. Still mother and 
dad claim to be sanctified. And if the 
preacher calls the children down, they’re 
likely to not like it. Solomon = said, 
“Train up a child in the way he should 
go and when he is old he will not depart 
from it.” Prov. 22:6. And too he said, 
“Keep your foot when you go to the 
house of God, and be more ready to hear 
than to give the sacrifice of fools, for 
they consider not that they do evil.” 
Eccl. 5:1. 

Don’t you evangelists when you get up 
to preach talk and mumble about fifteen 
or twenty minutes before you get on 
your subject. If you’d pray and study 
more during the day instead of running 
about and gossiping you wouldn’t be so 
dry at preaching time. And when you do 
get on your subject, don’t preach until 
half your congregation is gone. Then 
when you do get one or two in the altar, 
don’t beg and beg, and talk and talk un- 
til those in the altar lose interest. Saints, 
when some one goes to the altar, some 
one go with them while others go to the 
congregation and persuade others to come, 

IN THE ALTAR 

Don’t get around the seekers before 

they’ve even prayed any, and begin to 
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clap your hands, ruffle up their hair, and 
shake them. You can’t shake sin out of 
people and the Holy Ghost in. Don’t tell 
them to clap their hands and say glory 
as fast as they can before they’re even 
saved. God save us from fanaticism. Lis- 
ten, if you'll let the seekers pray and 
weep their way through to victory (and 
you weep and pray with them, Rom. 12: 
15), and get the glory in their souls, you 
won’t have to tell them to say glory. It 
will come, and when it does it will sound 
to the heavens. God will hear, the angels 
will rejoice, and you can shout while the 
devil howls, and they'll hold out better 
and have a real experience with God. You 
won’t have to tell them they’ve got the 
Holy Ghost. They’ll know it when He 
comes for He'll speak for Himself (John 
15:26), and until He does SPEAK, let 
them stay in the altar. Don’t you get him 
up and rush him through just to make 
it appear you had a big revival. No won- 
der that as soon as the revival is over 
the converts backslide. Many of them 
never had the Holy Ghost to begin with. 
Jesus said they would speak with new 
tongues (or language) and until they do 
speak, don’t you tell anyone they’ve got 
the Holy Ghost. I’d rather have one soul 
baptized according to Acts 2:4 than five 
hundred just rushed through. 


I suppose I'll be criticized for being so 
plain, but mumble, grumble, and criti- 
cize all you want to, if you expect any- 
thing from a Bible-God, you’ll have to 
do in a Bible way. Let all things be done 
decently and in order. 1 Cor. 14:40. May 
God bless you in your next revival and 
give you souls by the numbers.
